Bees Carrying Pollen Back and 


Forth Originated Strange 
New Fruit. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

QUINCY, Ill, Aug. 14.—Horticulturists 
of this vicinity are excited over a ber- 
ry which, it is belleved, may revolu- 
tionize the berry growing industry of 
the State. 

The berry, which is called the rasp- 
berry-strawberry, is a cross between 
the strawberry and the raspberry. It 
is said to have origtmnated by accident, 
bees varrying pollen: from one berry’s 
blossoms to the others. 

“ X QuInéy Yarmer, who has grown the 

berries for three years, says the bush 
is about three feet high, the stock be- 
Ing covered with thorns like a rasp- 
berry. The fruit is dry, and requires 
Sugar and cream to bring out the fla- 
vor. It has a more delicate flavor than 
either the strawberry or raspberry, and 
there is a lingering after-flavor. 
No cultivation, it is said, is needed 
for the berry. In the fall or early 
spring the stalks are mowed close to 
the ground, and the new shoots that 
follow bear the fruit, their growth be- 
ing so vigorous as to kill off weeds.

BEAR THE NAMES 
POLICEMEN 


Records of 100 Wagers Found 
in Raid on Room in Syndi- 
cate Trust Building. 


SIX MEN UNDER ARREST 


Gambling Squad Dashes Into 
Office After Hearing Tele- 
phone Conversation. 


About a hundred “betting slips,’’ rep- 
resenting wagers made on horse races, 
each one bearing the name of a police- 
man, are In the possession of Detective 
Sergeant John McMullen, who, with 
members of the gambling squad, raid- 
ed an office on the thirteenth floor of 
the Syndicate Trust building, Tenth and 
Olive streets, Friday evening. 

On the charge that they were making 
a handbook, six men were arrested in 
the office and after they had been re- 
leased on common law bonds, their 
names and addresses were recorded for 
submission to the grand jury. 

Chief of Police Creecy is ill at his 
home, but as soon as he returns to 
headquarters, the slips on which the 
police officers’ names are written will 
be placed in his hands for investiga- 
tion. He was at headquarters a while 
Saturday, but was too ill to attend to 
any business. 


Shakeuyp Is Expected. 

It is believed at Police Headquarters 
that the discovery made by McMullen 
may lead to a shake-up in the depart- 
ment. 

The office raided Friday has been un- 
der the eyes of the gambling squad for 
several weeks and the sign on the door, 
which reads ‘Shipping Company,’ was 
suspected of being a ‘“‘stall'’ for a hand- 
book game. 

Friday afternoon Sergt. McMullen, De- 
tective Peter Wells and two special of- 
ficers camped in the hallway outside the 
office and Hstened to conversations over 
the telephone which sounded to them 
like racehorse talk.

Detective McMullen 
Searched the office and confiscated a 
quantity of paper used in the recording 
of bets. At the top of the paper slips 
was recorded the amount wagered and 
at the bottom was the name of the bet- 
tor. 
Abbreviaticn Used. 

The abbreviation “Off.” in front of 
some of the names caused McMullin 
to stare at the paper in surprise. The 
names written behind’ the abbreviation 
seemed familiar to him, but as they 
were only last names, such as “Smith’”’ 
and ‘‘Jones,’’ for instance, he could not 
make up his mind @s to which mem- 
bers of the Police Department the 
names belonged. 

“Off. Mc.’’ was the notation on one 
slip, and “Off. Jim” was on another. 
The slips indicated to McMullen that 
policemen had been making bets with 
the ‘‘bookies.’’ 

The men arrested were taken to Cen- 
tral District Station and later released 
on bond. The police say the room was 
rented by Henry Bente of 3926 Labadie 
avenue, one of those arrested. 


CREW IMPRISONED IN A 
SUBMARINE BY EXPLOSION 


Two Men Known to Be Dead, 40 
Injured, Fate of Others Is 
_ Uncertain. 


By Associated Press. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 14.—A se- 
rious explosion today in the engine 
room of a Russian submarine an- 
chored in the Neva River resulted in 
the death of two men and the in- 
fliction of more or less serious tn- 
juries upon thirty or forty others. 

A dozen machinists and workmen 
stil! remain imprisoned in the vessel. 
and fears are entertained that they 
have been asphyxiated by gases from 
the fuel supplies. The shell of the 
submarine was cnly slightly damaged 
hy the explosion, and the vessel] is 
still afloat. 

The explosion, which occurred dur- 


ing the trial of a benzine motor pre- 
pauratory to accpetance by the Admir- 
alty. is ascribed to the carelessness of 
the machinists, who ignited the ben- 
zine supply. 


BOY'S BODY FOUND IN CANAL 
WHERE CLAIRVOYANT PREDICTED 


Companion Confesses Lad Was

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. -14-—As pre 
dicted by a clairvoyant, the body of 6 
year-old James Cryne, who had been 
missing from his home since July 1%, 
was found at the bottom of the Dela- 
ware & Raritan Canal.

That the life of her 56-months-old 
boy, Lester Kneapp, was restored by 
Mrs. Frieda Dettloff, a clairvoyant, 
after the baby had died of marasmus, 
is the belief of Mrs. Edward Kneapp of 
2429 South Second street. 

Mrs. Dettloff, who lives at 3115 South 
Broadway, says she has effected many 
remarkable cures through the laying on 
of hands, and that she herself was, at 
the time, convinced that the child was 
dead. She now believes that some 
strange power resident in her, which 
she cannot explain, brought the baby 
back to life. 

The Rev. C. J. Otto Hanser, pastor 
of the German Evangelical Lutheran 
Trinity Church, at Eighth street and 
Lafayette avenue, says he saw the child 
apparently dying two hours before the 
resuscitation by Mrs. Dettloff. 

Seemed Past Praying For. 

“T Was astounded when I learned 
that, in some strange way, that child 
had been restored,’ said Pastor Han- 
sen Saturday. ‘‘From its condition when 
I saw it, I believed no earthly power 
could save it from death, and I even 
ceased praying for it, telling the par- 
ents I believed even prayer would no 
longer avail in staying the hand of 
death. 

“I have verified the statements of the 
family that within two hours after I left 
the house the child apparently died, that 
they took it to Mrs. Dettloff and that 
in a short time after she laid hands 
Upes. it, ~~ child, who had been unable 
to ta ov bmient for three weeks 


Lester Kneapp, cne of the twins, was 
weak from the time of’ his birth. his 
mother says. 

For three weeks -bdefore his veel 
tion by Mrs. Pettloff he was wasting 
away with marasmus, or lack of nutri- 
tion. He could not swallow food and ap- 
parently was dying of starvation. 

Physicinns Powerless, 

Mrs. Kneapp says physicians told her 
there was-no known medical treatment 
which would aid Lester. 

In despair she called on Pastor Han- 
ser and asked him to go to the house 
and pray for the child’s recovery. 

An hour after Pastor Hanser left the 
house, saying he could do no more, the 
child became unconscious, and, after 
remaining in that state for # minutes, 
it apparently breathed its last. 

Mrs. Kate Barry, godmother of the 
child, was at its bedside. Half an hour 
before the apparent passing away of the 
baby, Mrs. Barry prevailed on the 
mother to go with her to Mrs. Detloff. 

According to their statement and that 
of Mrs. Dettloff, the clairvoyant, be- 
fore they spoke to her, advanced to- 
ward.Mrse. Kneapp and said: 

“You have come to see me about a 
very sick child.”’ 

“Can you cure my baby?’’ asked Mrs. 
Kneapp. 

“Yes,’’ said Mrs. Dettloff, 
must bring the child here.” 

Mrs. Kneapp and Mrs. Barry returned 
to the Kneapp home. They found every- 
one there in tears. The child was dead, 
they were told, and preparations were 
being made to prepare the body for 
burial. 

The grief-stricken mother picked up 
the body, wrapped a shaw! about it, 
and, with Mrs. Barry, hurried to Mrs. 
Dettloff’s home. 


Closes Eyes, Sees Hope. 

“When they entered my house with 
the baby,’’ said Mrs. Dettloff to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Saturday, “I could 
sense something which I believed to be 
the odor of death. There was every in- 
dication that the child was dead. | felt 
its face, and it was cold. 

“I told Mrs. Kneapp I believed it was 
too late for me to do anything, but she 
pleaded with me so that I told her to 
sit down and hold the baby in her lap. 

‘As she held the child it lay on its 
back. - I knelt beside it and placed my 
right hand on its chest and my left on 
its stomach. 

“I could not feel heart-beat or respira- 
tion. I closed my eyes. I am a clair- 
voyant, you know, and I seemed to see 
hope at once. ‘There is a chance for 
your gen ; ms said.

Residents of the county fear that some 
law will be enacted which will give the 
city of St. Louls the power to annex 
them without their consent.

Many St. Louisans believe the county 
ought to be taken into the city.

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, Pio- 
neer Woman Physician, Dies 
in Hospital. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—Dr. Sarah Hack- 
et Stevenson, clubwoman and settle- 
ment worker, died today at St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital, after a thTee years’ Iiil- 
ness. During that time she had been a 
heipless paralytic and for the past 
year she had been in a state of coma 
that so closely counterfeited death that 
only the hospital experts were able to 
say whether she really lived.

NO CHANCE FOR COMPROMISE. 

President Taft approved Chief Forester Pin- 
chot’s protest against Secretary Ballinger’s re- 
opening of Government lands which had been 
previously withdrawn when he ordered the Sec- 
retary to withdraw some of the reopened lands. 
Mr. Pinchot charges that Mr. Ballinger was slow 
in earrying out the order and that before it was 
executed valuable water power sites were seized. 

This is a question of fact which can be settled 
by the records, but the fact has no bearing on 
the question of the administration’s policy. The 
facts may determine whether or not Mr. Ballinger 
is playing into the hands of men who want to 
r-onopolize natural resources; chey may bear on 
his fitness to hola his office. But the real issue 
confronting President Taft is the Government’s 
policy. That is the point raised hy Mr. Pinchot 
when he demands the withdrawal of the 1,000,000 
acres which Secretary Ballinger threw open after 
they were withdrawn under the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. 

The issue is even more important than that of 
the tariff. The adoption and vigorous support of 
the policy of conserving natural resources was a 
conspicuous good act of Mr. Roosevelt. It has 
the entausiastic support of the people. Fhe vital 
importance of the work tp the future welfare of 
the people and the sound development of the 
nation will become more and more manifest. Mr. 
Taft cannot evade tee issue. He must take his 
stand for or against conservation. His action in 
this matter will show his attitude towards the 
monopolists and land grabbers. Compromise is 
impossible, because compromise would be con- 
fession. 

Mr. Pinchot can do the country a great service 
by standing to his guns in this fight. The sooner 
the issue is squarely made the sooner will it be 
settled right and the easier will be the handling 
of the problem of protecting our remaining re- 
sources. 
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The speeches of the “Chautauqua whestore” in 
the Senate made no votes and made no impres- 
sion on the solid phalanx of pride and privilege 
led by Aldrich, Lodge and Elkins. But now they 
are at large. And their oratory will produce some 
effect. When the ideas of La Follette, Cummins 
and the other Chautauquans, filtered through 
the county fairs, again come before the Senate, 
even the dullest tool of plutocracy will have to

“Made in St. Louis” will be the topic of con- 
versation next week. The purpose of the pro- 
meters of this novel demonstration of industrial 
versatility is commercial, economic, patriotic and 
educative. St. Louis ranks high as a manufactur- 
ing center. There are 10,000 different articles in 
the list of its products when preparations of 
drugs are included; a list of 700 has been com- 
piled. In its $325,000,000 annual output the city 
is the leader in shoes and beer and,in the front 
rank in tobacco, treight cars, bags and bagging, 
bakery products, carriages and wagons, drugs 
and chemicals, foundry and machine shop output, 
grocers’ sundries, stoves, clothing and packing 
house products. 

Too little about the industrial strength of the 
city is known by the people. They are to be 
given a demonstration. ‘“Made-in-St. Louis” week 
will be a great exposition of the city’s 3000 facto- 
ries, mills and shops. The people will be shown 
that they can usually seoure goods of liome manu- 
facture and they will be asked to purchase home- 
made goods when there is assurance that home- 
made goods meet their requirements. 

Economically, no city in this country of marvel- 
ous transportation facilities can afford to exclude 
the manufactured product of other places or 
maintain an attitude of self-sufficiency. Inter- 
change of commodities is essential to the prog- 
ress of the nation. But trade habits are peculiar 
and are created and perpetuated without reason. 
Can anything be more incongruous than that 
Oklahoma should prize a St. Louis-made article 
which St. Louis itself has never heard of and 
probably goes to Pittsburg to buy? There are 
Eastern manufacturers largely supported by St. 
Louis trade, while a St. Louis maker of the 
same commodity gets his support in Kaneas and 
Nebraska. 

To upset this general adjustment would be un- 
wise, but in the way of legitimate competition St. 
Louis manufacturers are entitled to a greater 
share in the home market than they have had. 
This home market is greater than that of many 
whole states. It can be largely won by St. Louis 
manufacturers. The advantages of placing pur- 
chase money where it will bring not only a re- 
turn in merchandise, but where it will also go 
to pay St. Louis labor and contribute to the 
growth and prosperity of the city are obvious. 
In Sunday’s Pdst-Dispatch will be found speci- 
fied information of the industrial diversity and 
quantity of St. Louis. Everyone should read it 
and enter the week prepared to learn details 
about things “made in St. Louis” and to pur- 
chase them ever after.

Why should we not crowd a pauper’s corpse 
into a hole in the ground without ceremony, as 
long as we crowd his worn out body and tired 
soul in with madmen because he is poor and 
impotent? 

“Rattle his bones over the stones; he’s only a 
pauper whom nobody owns.” Shamelessly we 
treated him living; shamelessly we bury him. 
Who cares? ! 
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Weather like this upsets the wits. Even the 
man who asks if it is hot enough for you 
shouldn’t be treated unkindly, for he is not much 
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ieee and moral degeneration can be expected 
from a policy of reticence which assumes that 
there is something evil in the natural life proc- 
esses, Which, because they are evil, must be care- 
fully concealed from those whose capital inter- 
est it is to understand them perfectly. 

It is the object of the St. Louis Society of San- 
itary and Moral Prophylatis to remove this veil) 
of ignorance, hypocrisy and uncleanness, so that 
fathers and mothers, boys and girls, can learn 
the clean facts from clean sources.

Terminal Must Bui Build Viaductsg. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Terminal Railroad “Cinch” seems to be like the 
old Bourbon kings of\France, because it is apparent- 
ly unable to learn anything. Last year it wanted 
the city to vacate 18 acres of streets adjoining 
Compton avenue and in compensation proposed mere- 
ly to build a subway there, withouf which it could 
never have operated its tracks at all. Fortunately, 
the Post-Dispatch exposed the scheme so forcibly 
that it never even came to a vote. Since then the 
United States Supreme Court decided that railroads 
must remove all grade crossings entirely at their own- 
expense and that any payment or agreement of com- 
pensation therefor by a city was illegal and could 
not be enforced. Evidently the Terminal Raiflroad 
has not yet heard of this decision, for it comes for- 
ward now and proposes to Mayor Kreismann that 
if the city will give up these 18 acres of streets, 
then the Terminal will build a viaduct at Ewing and 
Compton avenues. But the city cannot be trapped 
by any such scheme, It will first compel, as the 
United States Supreme Court has decided it can, 
the four railroads, of which the Terminal is only 
one, crossing those avenues to build those viaducts 
at their own expense. And then when that is done it 
will be time enough to talk about whether the 1% 
acres of stréets shall be vacated and what consider- 
ation shall be given to the city for doing it.

Ross rushed to a bureau and got a 
revolver. As he turned toward her and 
the child, Mrs. Pistole fired twice with 
a. 32-caliber revolver. The first bullet 
pierced her father’s left side and he 
staggered areund facing her as the sec- 
ohd shot was fired. ‘ 

This bullet pierced her father’s heart 
and he fell dead across a bed with his 
pistol clutched in his hand.

WRITES BINGHAM 


He Could Have Made $600,- 
ooo Annually, Declares For- 
mer Police Commissioner. 








NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Gen. Theodore 
A. Bingham declares that during the 
first year that he was Police Commis- 
sioner of New York he could easily 
have made $600,000 in bribe money, and 
that $1,000,000 would not be an excessive 
figure to have realized had he been 
seeking bribes. 

“One day, shortly after my arrival 
at police headquarters, an acquaintance 
dropped into my office,’”” writes Gen. 
Bingham, in Hampton’s Magazine. 
= ‘Commissioner,’ he said, ‘there is a 
house at No. — West Thirty-third 
street, run very quietly. It will be 
worth $10,000 a month to you’—— but the 
sentence was never finished, to my 
knowledge. A few months later, I was 
offered $5000 in cash and $600 a month 
merely to be seen shaking hands with 
the proprietor of an Upper Broadway 
cafe.”’ 

Gen. Bingham estimates the money 
value of graft and blackmail of all 
kinds in New York each year to be not 
less than $100,000,000. 

He declares that between 1000 and 2000 
members of the police force are “un. 
scrupulous grafters whose hands are 
always out for easy money.”
